Assembly Gets College Scholarship Bill 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P )- Ohio 
would subsidize college students on the 
basis of ability as well as need under a 
state scholarship bill now pending in 
the General Assembly. 
Rep. Donna Pope, R-12 Parma, 
introduced Thursday the measure 
which calls for a program to award 
4,000 merit scholarships a year at $300 
each. 
She said the awards would be on the 
basis of achievement, including grade 
point averages, as well as ability. They 
also would involve competitive ex­ 
aminations specified by the Ohio 
Board of Regents, Mrs. Pope said. 
She noted that Ohio already has an 


instructional grant program to help 
students based on their financial need. 
“It is unfair to many middle income 
families which have academically 
successful students who are excluded 
from any state aid under the grant 
program,” she added. 
Mrs. Pope’s bill, which has 24 co­ 
sponsors from both parties, carries 
with it an appropriation of $3.6 million 
to run the program for the first two 
years. 
The Senate and House received 27 
new bills Thursday as the lawmakers 
held brief, nonvoting floor sessions and 
headed home for a legislative recess 
until Feb. 18. 


House Speaker Vernal G. Riffe Jr., 
D-89 New Boston, said that chamber 
will hold skeleton sessions next week to 
permit the introduction of bills to 
continue. 
The Legislative Service Com­ 
mission, which drafts most bills, was 
reported swamped with about 800 bill 
requests after having already helped 
prepare nearly 400. 
In other developments, Rep. Pete 
Crossland, D-42 Akron, said he is 
having a bill drafted that would 
require all state employes who earn 
more than $15,000 a year to make dis­ 
closures of all of their income sources. 
Republican Gov. James A. Rhodes,

to

disclosures. 
Rep. Arthur Wilkowski, D-46 Toledo, 
introduced a major bill, requested by 
Atty. Gen. William J. Brown to revise 
and toughen Ohio’s drug laws. Ifs 
practically the same bill that passed 
the House last year but died in the 
Senate. 
Brown described as a “key element” 
in the measure a provision that 
mandates minimum prison sentences 
for trafficking in drugs, stealing them, 
and corrupting another person with 


drugs. Anyone convicted of those 
crimes would have no opportunity for a 
suspended sentence, probation or 
parole. 
Possession of small amounts of 
marijuana (less than three ounces) 
would remain a misdemeanor, but the 
existing penalty of a $1,000 fine and one 
year jail would be reduced to $500 and 
a maximum of two months in jail. 
Among some of the other newly 
introduced bills was another by 
Wilkowski which would let counties do 
away with sheriff’s offices and have 
their functions contracted out to cities. 
The Toledoan said his measure is 
primarily for his home county of 


Lucas, but its permissive language 
would enable any other county to use 
it. The sheriff’s office could only be 
eliminated by a vote of the people, he 
said. 
Wilkowski said sheriffs of both 
political parties have for years hired 
“political hacks” as deputies and in 
other areas have failed to keep up with 
the times. He wants to bring counties 
“into the 20th Century before the 21st is 
upon us,” he said. 
His bill provides for clerks of courts 
to handle the sheriff’s paper work, and 
for county commissioners to contract 
with the largest municipality for police 
protection.

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Terror Bombings 
In San Francisco 
Rise To

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - A bomb 
has exploded in a television station 
building, the 22nd terrorist bombing in 
the San Francisco Bay area in two 
years. 
Police said the Thursday night ex­ 
plosion at KRON-TV here caused no 
injuries. It was preceded by an 
anonymous telephone call from a man 
who said, “I'm from the New World 
Liberation Front. There’s a bomb set 
to go off in your building in five 
minutes.” 
Police believe a tough new type of 
radical dedicated to violence is 
responsible for the terrorist attacks. 
Federal buildings, General Motors 
offices, Bank of America branches, oil 
company buildings, schools and 
brokerage houses have been the tar­ 
gets. 
“We expect more of the same kind of 
thing,” Capt. Larry Stuefloten, head of 
police intelligence in San Jose, Calif., 
said in an interview before Thursday 
night’s explosion. “We believe the 
extremists are working to exploit hard 
times against the establishment, Wa­ 
tergate and that kind of thing.” 
San Francisco Police Lt. Richard 
Klapp said a pipe bomb containing 
TNT went off in a stairwell on a side of 
the KRON building. He said damage 
was confined to that area. 
“I felt the explosion on the fourth 
floor,” said newsman Curt Rutter. “I

Stuefloten and Sgt. Thomas Johnson 
said intelligence data indicates the 
new radical is disciplined, highly in­ 
telligent and convinced that only 
terror — not demonstrations — will 
bring about social reform.

They live, eat, and sleep with them, 
and by God, if you have an informant 
you get rid of him,” Johnson said.

Jobless Rate Climbs 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The nation’s 
unemployment rate jumped to 8.2 per 
cent in January, its highest level in 33 
years as 7.5 million Americans were 
unable to find jobs last month, the 
government reported today. 
The January rate was a full per­ 
centage point above December’s 7.2 
per cent level, the single biggest 
monthly increase since December 1953 
when it also rose I per cent — from 3.5 
per cent to 4.5 per cent. 
Heavy layoffs were spread across 
the economy last month, the tabor 
Department said, affecting blue-and 
white-collar workers, teen-agers, 
women and men. 
The sharp increase in unem­ 
ployment since the fall is evidence of 
the speed with which the recession has 
spread through the economy and ap­ 
parently is much more severe than the 
Ford administration has forecast. The 
administration’s latest prediction is 
that joblessness will peak at 8.5 per 
cent this year but continuing layoffs 
since the January data was collected 
now indicates it could rise even higher. 
The unemployment rate has not 
approached 8 per cent since October 
1949 when it hit 7.9 per cent, and that 
was for only one month because of a 
coal miners’ strike. 
Unemployment hit a peak of 7.5 per 
cent in May 1958 and remained at that 
level for three months during what was 
then regarded as the worst recession 
since the Great Depression of the 
1930s. 
More people are out of work today 
than at any time since the depression 
years, but the work force now is much 
larger, having grown from 52 million 
to about 91 million.

The administration has repeatedly 
revised its estimates upward in recent 
weeks, and predicts that joblessness 
will average about 8.1 per cent over the 
year. 
In his economic report to Congress 
this week, President Ford predicted 
joblessness would average 8.1 per cent 
over the year, and probably not drop 
below 7.5 per cent any time during 
1976. That would assure exceptionally 
high jobless levels through the 1976 
election. 


Meanwhile, layoffs are continuing, 
with General Motors Corp. and 
Chrysler Corp. both announcing new 
plant closings for next week which will 
mean temporary furloughs for 15,300 
more workers. 
tayoffs in the auto industry’ this 
week affect 275,000 workers, 40 per 
cent of the companies’ 684,000 blue 
collar workers.

House Panel Speeds Tax Cut 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Tax rebates 
of up to $200 on 1974 income taxes 
would be in the mail late this spring 
under an emergency tax-cut bill 
swiftly gaining ground in Congress. 


The rebate of IO per cent of 1974 
taxes up to the $200 maximum are part 
of the $20.1-billion tax-cut bill ap­ 
proved Thursday night by a bipartisan 
28 to 5 vote of the House Ways and 
Means Committee. 


The bill also provides lower taxes on 
this year’s income and some tax in­ 
centives to help businesses. 
The tax package, which will go to the 
full House after it concludes its 10-day 
recess on Feb. 18, provides $4 billion 
more in tax cuts than President Ford 
has proposed. Ford has said he is 
withholding 
a 
decision 
on 
the 
Democratic-sponsored 
antirecession 
measure until after it had gone 
through both the House and the Senate. 
Meanwhile, the Senate Finance 
Committee begins work today on a bill 
to suspend Ford’s $3-per-barrel tariff 
hike on imported oil. The House earlier 
this week approved the suspension by 
a 209 to 114 margin and Senate action is 
expected within the next two weeks. 
The first two witnesses before the 
Senate panel, 
Dem ocratic Gov. 
Thomas P. Salmon of Vermont and 
former federal energy chief John C. 


Sawhill, opposed the tariff hike, which 
Ford claims would encourage energy 
conservation by driving up prices. 
The House rejection of the tariff 
followed by the start of the Kkiay 
recess Thursday prompted Ford to 
claim that Congress “really has done 
basically nothing” to face up to the 
nation’s energy problems. 
Under the tax-cut bill approved by 
the Ways and Means panel, all tax­ 
payers would get a rebate For those 
with gross income up to $20,000, the 
rebate would be IO per cent of their 
taxes, to $200. 
However, above that income level, 
the rebate would be phased back down 
to $100 for those with $30,000 or more in 
gross income. 
Ford has urged a 12 per cent rebate 
of 1974 tax liability, with a top refund of 
$1,000. 
The committee also approved lower 
taxes on this year’s income by: 
—Hiking the minimum standard 
deduction, which benefits lower- 
income persons, from $1,300 to $1,900 
for single taxpayers and to $2,500 for 
couples’ joint tax returns. 
—Increasing the traditional stan­ 
dard deduction, used by taxpayers who 
do not itemize on their returns, from 15 
per cent of gross income to 16 per cent, 
and boosting the maximum amount 
from $2,000 to $2,500 for singles and 
Standing In Jobless Line 
New Experience For M any

Standing in the unemployment line 
has become a necessary part of the 
lifestyle of an ever growing number of 
Ohioans — around 160,000 in December 
and about half again as many in 
January, according to the state em­ 
ployment services bureau. 


And their reactions range from stoic 
acceptance to outspoken resentment. 


“Sure it’s a drag standing in line, but 
I don’t mind coming in that much," 
said a 22-year-old aircraft parts 
worker who has been out of a job since 
December. 
PUCO Gets 
Rate Appeal 


CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP) - The 
Cincinnati Gas and Electric Co., 
unable to reach an agreement with 
Cincinnati officials, has appealed to 
the Public Utilities Commission of 
Ohio for a 23 per cent electric rate hike 
for homes and a 38 per cent hike for 
businesses. 
Cincinnati City Council regulates 
rates within the city. 


The PUCO application included a 
request for temporary rate relief in the 
form of an 8.6 per cent surcharge on 
base rates for all electric customers 
while deliberations continue over the 
permanent increases. 
CG&E also said it would reduce by $4 
million, a request for a $37 million 
increase for residential customers in 
southwestern Ohio outside of Cincin­ 
nati. 
CG&E has 165,000 customers in 
Cincinnati, 144,200 of them residential. 


“I’ve never had to do this. It’s an 
experience,” said a 52-year-old clerk 
who became unemployed last month 
for the first time in 23 years. 
“It’s hard to get a parking place, but 
once you’re inside there’s not much 
problem,” said a woman who has five 
children and receives $76 a week in 
unemployment benefits. 
“The lines here are too long. I’ve 
been here since one and ifs a quarter 
to two now,” said a woman who lost 
her welding job in October and spends 
her free time writing letters and 
looking for work. 
State officials have searched for 
ways to cut down the lines, speed up 
the processing and get out the eagerly 
awaited checks more rapidly. 
“We’ve hired in the neighborhood of 
1,000 people since early December to 
help with the load,” said Beman 
Pound, 
state 
unemployment com­ 
pensation director. 
In addition, new claims offices have 
been opened in Cincinnati, Columbus 
and Medina, he said, and a fourth is 
scheduled to begin operating this 
month in Cleveland. 
“We’ve done everything humanly 
possible,” an employment services 
spokesman in Cincinnati said. 
Most officials agree that only a 
leveling off or drop in the unem­ 
ployment rate can improve tilings 
further. 
Meanwhile, a claims office manager 
in Columbus has instructed his 73 
fulltime and temporary employes to 
“keep smiling and be overly courte­ 
ous” to help soothe ruffled feelings. 
He also had a word for those in line. 
“I know ifs difficult, but they’re 
going to have to have patience,” he 
said. “Without patience, they just get 
more upset and that doesn’t help us a 
bit.”

Rhodes Bares 
Housing Bond

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Gov. 
James A. Rhodes called today for a 
constitutional 
amendm ent 
to 
guarantee the state authority to make 
low interest housing loans through the 
sale of revenue bonds. 
The proposed amendment would 
clarify and expand the authority of the 
state’s 1974 housing law which set up 
the Ohio Housing Development Board. 
Rhodes said the program was 
jeopardized by the threat of court 
action to test the legality of the issuing 
of bonds by the board without a public 
vote. 
The Rhodes plan would empower the 
seven-member board: 
—To sell revenue bonds at 2 to 4 per 
cent below market rates. 
—Make direct loans to housing 
developers. 
—Purchase 
home 
m ortgages 
already held by banks. 
—Participate in federal subsidy 
programs. 
A major thrust of the governor’s 
plan for new, upgraded and renovated 
housing is aimed at senior citizens 
centers and nursing home and health 
care facilities for the elderly. 
Rhodes said the loans could be made 
to help the 600 or so nursing homes 
which failed to meet the Jan. I, 1975 
deadline for installation of sprinkler 
systems. 
“You cannot throw these people 
(nursing home patients) out on the 
street,” Rhodes said. 
“The Ohio housing industry is now 
virtually at a standstill, with the result 
that thousands of Ohioans are living in 
dirty, unsafe, rundown housing,” 
Rhodes said. “This proposed amend­ 
ment, and the program to follow, will 
stimulate a resurgence of the housing 
industry in Ohio.”

Activity was halted on the NYSE for 
36 minutes shortly after the opening 
because of computer trouble. Similar 
halts had occurred once last April, 
once in October and twice in January.

Whenever the Washington ballclub 
played Boston — during his years with 
the team — he’d take a couple of the 
accompanying writers to a law course 
at Harvard, before going to Fenway 
Park. It was during one of those 
classes that I learned that torts was 
neither a dessert nor a naughty girl. 
Moe couldn’t hit the size of his hat, 
but he was a fine catcher and a fluent 
aficionado of the sport. For the starchy 
Atlantic magazine he once wTote: 
“Baseball men agree with the 
philosopher that perfection — which 
means a pennant to them — is at­ 
tainable only through a proper com­ 
bination of opposites. A team equally 
strong in attack and in defense, well- 
proportioned as a unit, with, of course, 
those intangibles, morale, enthusiasm, 
and direction — that is the story of 
success in baseball. Good fielding and 
pitching, without hitting, or vice versa, 
is like Ben Franklin’s half a pair of 
scissors — ineffectual. Twenty game 
winners or .400 hitters do not ensure 
victory'. Ne quid nimis . . .” 
One-time roomie Dave “Sheriff” 
Harris might not have dug that. 
Moe made the baseball junket to 
Japan in early 1934, along with Babe 
Ruth, Lou Gehrig and a lot of other 
stars. It was his second trip. He had

Our son, 14, still has a high-pitched 
voice. It embarrasses him. Are there 
any hormone shots he could take that 
would help him? Our doctor doesn’t 
think so.

Dear Mrs. S.: 
The pre-adolescent high-pitched 
voice sometimes 
persists even into 
adulthood. In 
most instances, the 
gradual change to a lower, more 
masculine voice starts at 12 or 13. 
It is true that some cases are at­ 
tributed 
to 
some 
hormonal 
inadequacy. Undoubtedly, your own 
doctor has reason to believe that this 
does not exist in your son’s case. 
If there were an obvious deficiency 
in hormones your doctor would, of 
course, use the means that are now 
available to correct a hormone im­ 
balance. 
In the absence of any known physical 
or 
hormone 
problem, 
well- 
programmed speech therapy can be of 
great benefit. 
It is most important that the speech 
therapy begin quickly so that your son 
will be spared more of the em­ 
barrassment he already feels. The 
results can often be dramatic and 
gratifying. 


After a few drinks and a heavy meal 
I suddenly get a palpitation of the 
heart that lasts for about 15 minutes. It 
stops just as suddenly as it comes on. 
It’s terrifying.

Dear Mr. L.: 
You describe what seems to be 
“ paroxysmal tachycardia.” This 
means a sudden onset of a rapid 
heartbeat. Many people describe the 
sensation as if their heart were 
“running away” from them. 
Alcohol, excess tobacco, extreme 
fatigue and stimulating drugs all can 
be responsible. 
It can be most meaningful in the 
establishment of a correct diagnosis if 
an electro-cardiogram could be done 
at the time of the attack. Doctors could 
then be better able to determine if 
other reasons are the cause. 
For simple tachycardia, there are a 
number of drugs, such as quinidine, 
which are recommended by physicians 
to “break” the attacks when they 
occur.

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Only One Babe

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Babe Ruth never grew up. He was 
impulsive and boyish to the end. A 
great deal of what sportswriters called 
the Babe’s “color” was the result of 
suppression and repression at St. 
Mary’s 
Home 
for 
Boys 
near 
Baltimore. When he got out into the 
world, the Babe discovered the 
delightful sins of gluttony, lust and 
pride. 
The home run was not an elec­ 
trifying spectacle when the Babe 
signed with Jack Dunn’s Cineoles. 
Baseball was shut-out pitching, the hit- 
and-run play, the squeeze bunt. 
When I was a reporter on “The 
Mirror,” I used to get off and sit up 
high in Yankee Stadium watching him 
swing 
for the 
deep 
right 
field 
bleachers. Even when he struck out, 
there was majesty in the way the 
Babe’s body twisted like a Tootsie Roll 
in summer. 
Before 
my time, 
he 
was 
a 
phenomenal southpaw pitcher. He had 
29 consecutive shutout innings in 
World Series play. His fastball looked 
like a blurred aspirin. 
Baseball was 
the symbol 
of 
American sports. The Babe, with all 
his sins, made a shrine of it. He 
discovered women when he wore a 
Boston Red Sox uniform and, for a long 
time, he was loud and inexhaustible. 
He ate big T-bone steaks surrounded 
with pork chops. 
He boasted that he could outpitch 
anybody, and he could. He said he 
could hit the longest home runs in the 
world, and he cracked one at spring 
training that hit the dirt 560 feet from 
home plate. 
I met the Babe casually. He was all 
chest and nostrils. I was the first to buy 
a copy of “The Babe Ruth Story,” by 
Bob Considine, who gentled him when 
Ruth was dying of cancer. I was 
among the first to buy 
Robert 
Creamer’s book “Babe.” In both books 
I drew the inference that when the big 
kid got out of the orphanage his joys 
were so ecstatic that, like the legen­ 
dary Lennie, he didn’t know when he 
was hurting someone, even himself. 
By 1918 the Babe, as a pitcher, was 
hitting more home runs than all the 
players in the rest of the league. Ping 
Bodle thought he was the biggest eater 
in both leagues. He watched Ruth and 
surrendered. “Anybody can knock off 
a three-pound steak and a bottle of 
chili for openers has got me,” he said. 
For openers. 
He swamped himself with booze and 
beer so often that, in a game, he saw 
two balls whizzing toward the plate 
and decided to wallop the bigger one. 
More pitchers deliberately walked the 
Babe than any player before or since. 


Once he was carried north on a 
stretcher and the sports writers called 
in “Babe’s Million Dollar Belly Ache.” 
He was fined $5,000 for breaking 
training and disobeying managerial 
orders, but only two things made him 
sob. One was the death of his first wife; 
the other was being suspended from 
playing ball. 
The Yankees of 1927 were the 
greatest. Tony Lazzeri hit .309; Earle 
Combs hit .356; Bob Meusel hit .337; 
Ijou Gehrig hit .373; Ruth hit .356. It 
was called Murderers’ Row. Waite 
Hoyt’s pitching was 22-7; Herb Pen- 
nock 19-8; Urban Shocker 18-6; Wiley 
Moore 19-7. 
That year the Yankees won 110, lost 
44. The Philadelphia Athletics in 
second place were 19 games behind. 
The Babe said he would hit 60 home 
runs. At the 150th game, with four left 
to play, he had four to go. In the 152nd 
game, he belted one out of sight with 
the bases loaded. In the 153rd game of 
the season, he hit his 58th and 59th. 
The pitchers wouldn’t give him 
anything. On Sept. 30th, 1927, he 
cocked his bat, reached across the 
plate, and pulled a low ball all the way 
down past the right field foul pole into 
the stands. In the locker room he 
yelled, “Sixty! Count’em! Let me see 
some son of a bitch match that! ” 
He was a braggart, a soft touch, a 
sucker, a huge boy with enormous 
appetites. When his playing days were 
over, he felt baseball owed him a job as 
manager. They bounced him to the 
Boston Braves with vague promises. 
The Babe was a drawing card; a 
monkey on a stick. 
He couldn’t be a manager they said, 
because he couldn’t manage himself. 
They demeaned him, made him cut 
ribbons to open department stores. He 
was 41 years old when he hit three 
home runs, the last — his 714th — over 
the roof. 
The Babe was dying of cancer of the 
neck when he got into uniform for the 
final time on June 13, 1948. He bowed, 
he thanked 60,000 fans. The young 
ballplayers whispered behind their 
gloves about his croaking voice, his 
caved-in face. 
None of them was worthy of tying the 
Babe’s shoelaces. ..

The Heart And Children, 
Protection Begins At Birth 


EDITOR’S NOTE: This is the third

Association, about the latest advances 
in combating heart and blood vessel 
diseases. 


Are high blood pressure, hardening 
of the arteries, heart attack and stroke 
just diseases that happen to “old 
folks?” 
< 
Ifs true that time, body abuse and a 
combination of risk factors encourage 
the development of these heart and 
blood vessel diseases, says Dr. Elliot 
Rapaport, president of the American 
Heart Association. 
“But many people don’t realize that 
heart disease in one or more forms can 
begin at birth, or before. Medical 
science has identified 35 congenital 
heart defects, one or more of which are 
present in more than 25,000 newborn 
infants every year.” 
He adds that modem surgery and 
advances in research have turned a 
once literally hopeless outlook into a 
bright future for many of these 
children and their parents. Deaths 
from congenital heart detects nave 
been reduced to about 8,000 per year. 
Although science can’t 
pin-point 
why the unborn infant’s heart develops 
abnormally in may cases, it has been 
established that some heart defects 
can be caused if the mother is exposed 
to 
certain 
m edicines 
during 
pregnancy. And if a woman contracts 
German measles (rubella during the 
first three months of her pregnancy, 
her child may be bom with a defective 
heart. 
“This is why women should get a 
rubella inoculation early in life, and in 
no case less than two months before 
they become pregnant,” Dr. Rapaport 
emphasizes. 
Rheumatic 
fever 
is 
another 
childhood disease that can lead to a 
lifetime of heart problems, the Heart 
Association spokesman says. 
“That seemingly simple sore throat 
can spell trouble for your child. Not all 
sore throats 
will 
develop 
into 
rheumatic fever, but a ‘strep’ infection

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can and often does.” 
If a streptococcal infection is 
neglected, it can lead to rheumatic 
fever and rheumatic heart disease. 
This can damage heart valves, and 
bring on the possibility of open heart 
surgery later in life. 
“But with the help of antibiotics, the 
infection can be stopped before heart 
damage occurs, and surgery can 
correct or replace the defective heart 
valves in many cases,” the doctor 
adds. 
Children aren’t immune to the other 
so-called heart diseases of “aging,” 
Dr. Rapaport asserts: 
“High blood pressure has been 
detected in teenagers. And autopsies 
performed on children and young 
adults who died in accidents or from 
other causes have revealed the early 
stages of atherosclerosis, often called 
hardening of the arteries. Both can 
lead to heart attack and stroke later in 
life.” 
That’s why Dr. Rapaport recom­ 
mends that parents develop heart- 
healthy family lifestyles which can 
help reduce the risk of heart attack 
and stroke. He urges parents to set an 
example for their children by not 
smoking cigarettes, or at least cutting 
down, and suggests eating foods that 
are 
low 
in 
saturated 
fats 
and 
cholesterol, getting moderate daily 
exercise, and — most important — 
periodic medical checkups for the 
whole family. 
He adds that the American Heart 
Association, now conducting its annual 
Heart Fund campaign, has free in­ 
formation on how you can protect your 
heart.

Starts Feb. 23 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Clocks 
across the country will be set forward 
one hour on Feb. 23 as the nation ends 
four months on standard time. 
Beginning at 2 a.m. on Feb. 23, 
Daylight Saving Time will be in effect 
for eight months. Then 
unless 
Congress intervenes the regular 
alternating pattern of standard time 
six months and daylight time six 
months a year will be resumed in 
October. 
Congress put the nation on IO 
straight months of daylight time last 
year in an energy conservation step. 
The nation switched to standard time 
for the four winter months last Oct. 27.

The nine states which 
have not are: Alabama, Colorado, 
Hawaii, M aryland, Nevada, New 
Jersey, Rhode Island, Texas and Utah. 
(Q) I seek clarification of the VA 
auto grant eligibility. It seems to me 
that during World War II if a man was 
injured in his barracks and later 
retired for that disability, he could 
qualify. But it has been tightened up 
for later veterans. In 1959, my left arm 
and leg were disabled because of brain 
surgery while on active duty. When I 
applied, the VA turned me down, 
stating my condition was not a direct

Some regulatory agencies, by ad­ 
mission even of their own officials, are 
badly out of tune with the times. 
Special interest regulations and other 
practices whose rationale has been 
lost, cost taxpayers hundreds of mil­ 
lions of dollars a year. Studies by the 
government itself confirm this. 
The Interstate Commerce Com­ 
mission requires certain delivery 
trucks to return home empty. The Civil 
Aeronautics Board rejects an ap­ 
plication by an airline to fly scheduled 
New York-London flights for $125 each 
way. 
There is widespread dissatisfaction 
with the relative powers of federal, 
state and local governments. 
Beyond the country’s borders, the 
whole world is changing. Power is 
shifting. The patterns of trade are 
changing. And people wonder if there 
exists the proper machinery and men­ 
tality for coping with the change. 
The problems are not solely in the 
public sector. So-called private en­ 
terprise is suffering its own distor­ 
tions. “ Mature” companies now seem 
to settle into a bureaucratic, noncom­ 
petitive niche that steers toward in­ 
solvency. 
Rather than seeking reorgani­ 
zation through bankruptcy, some 
executives prefer to seek federal aid 
and even think it is their right. 
Sometimes they hold hostage the jobs 
and general wellbeing of thousands of 
workers. 
Eugene Jennings, professor at 
Michigan State University and con­ 
fidential adviser to many corporate 
chairmen and presidents, believes 
many of today’s top executives aren't 
competent to handle the myraid 
problems thrown at them. 
Most, he explains, worked up 
through their companies during the 
boom days of the 1960s, when the only 
criterion of an executive’s per­ 
formance was in sales and profits. His 
focus was narrow. 
In their quest for those profits, 
corporate management sometimes 
drained energy from the company, 
leaving it without the physical plant 
and managerial competence to meet 
environmental, political, and eco­ 
nomic problems so common today. 
Companies that developed elaborate 
fringe benefits programs during good 
times now find themselves forced to 
curtail their benefaction. Because of a 
depressed stock market, corporate 
pension programs are costing dearly. 
But even the best of companies are 
being thwarted by 
institutional 
malfunction. The Committee of 
Publicly Owned Companies, made up 
of solid, middle-size companies, com­ 
plains its members can’t sell their 
shares. 
Why? Because the big institutions — 
the funds, trusts, insurers — that 
dominate the markets concentrate 
their interest on IOO stocks or so. The 
public, which used to make up what 
was called a random market, has with­ 
drawn.

It was the first time in IO years that 
an American president had invited 
leaders of the major churches to meet 
with him, although such contacts had 
been a regular aspect of earlier ad­ 
ministrations. 
But the lines of communication had 
frazzled and broken while the late 
President Lyndon B. Johnson was in 
office because of the church leaders’ 
spearheading of criticism of Vietnam 
war policies. 
The deep-freeze continued during 
former President Richard M. Nixon’s 
administration. 
Although he had contacts with some 
evangelical ministers, such as Billy 
Graham and picked participants in 
White House religious services, the 
not-welcome sign was up to leaders of 
the main denominations. 
In that period, they often found 
themselves on the peacepicket lines 
outside the White House, their efforts 
to present church statements rebuffed. 
However, President Ford indicated 
that last week’s meeting was only the 
beginning of a continuing dialogue 
with religious leaders, according to the 
Rev. Dr. James Christison, of Valley 
Forge, Pa., general secretary of the 
American Baptist Convention. 
The Rev. Dr. W. Sterling Cary, of 
Hinsdale, 111., a United Church 
minister and president of the National 
Council, called the meeting “very, 
very encouraging.” He added: 
“While there may be differences of 
opinion between the church group and 
the President on issues, President 
Ford assured the religious leaders 
their views will be heard.” 
Ford, an Episcopalian, told the 
group he was designating an assistant, 
Ted Marrs, as the President’s personal 
liaison officer with the council and 
member denominations. 
They include 31 major U.S. bodies of 
M e t h o d i s t s , E p i s c o p a l i a n s , 
Presbyterians, Christians (Disciples), 


United Church (Congregationalists), 
Lutherans, Baptists, and Eastern Or­ 
thodoxy, totaling 42 million members. 
At the meeting with Ford, the 
discussion centered on issues of human 
rights in countries supported by U.S. 
aid, such as South Korea and South 
Vietnam, U.S. food aid abroad and 
effects on the poor of rising costs of 
food stamps.

PARIS (A P) — Aristotle Onassis 
flew here, reportedly to enter the 
American Hospital. But there was 
strong speculation that he was on his 
way to the United States for treatment. 


The ailing, 69-year-old Greek 
shipping magnate walked unaided 
Thursday night from his limousine to 
his Paris apartment house and said 
“ good evening" to newsmen waiting 
on the sidewalk. 
Onassis was accompanied by his 
wife, the former Jacqueline Kennedy, 
and 
his 
24-year-old 
daughter, 
Christina. 
Fam ily sources said Mrs. Onassis 
insisted that he be moved from Athens 
for treatment abroad. He suffers from 
myasthenia gravis, a progressive 
weakening of the muscles, and his 
condition has been complicated by 
influenza which he developed last 
week while at his villa in an Athens 
suburb. 
Informed sources reported Thurs­ 
day that Onassis would be taken to the 
American Hospital, in suburban 
Neuilly. After he went to his apartment 
instead, the director of the hospital, 
Jean-Yves 
Perchat, 
said 
the 
multimillionaire “ wants to make as 
discreet an entry as possible. It’s 
possible he won’t come tonight.” 
However, there was considerable 
speculation 
that 
the 
talk 
of 
hospitalization in 
Paris was a 
smokescreen to throw newsmen off the 
trail and that New York was his 
destination. 
Onassis was treated there several 
months ago for myasthenia gravis, 
and his doctor, Isadore Rosenfeld, 
returned to New York Wednesday 
after flying to Athens when his patient 
became ill. 
Mrs. Onassis flew from New York to 
Athens last Monday after he repor­ 
tedly telephoned for her. Fam ily 
sources said Christina and her father’s 
Greek doctors opposed his being 
moved abroad, but his wife prevailed.

The 52 home economics students < 9th 
graders at the junior high and 
sophomores and juniors at the high 
school) was responsible for three 
different activities in the three-week 
period. 
They were evaluated in performing 
each of their tasks by Mrs. Gut- 
terbuck, and in turn, they completed 
short evaluations of each of the pre­ 
schoolers following the first week. 
Besides actually entertaining the 
children, the students were respon­ 
sible for planning the activity, 
selecting the needed materials, and 
discussing their selections with Mrs.

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W heeler Rittlnger Nam ed NTPA 'Puller O f The Year' 


Wheeler Rittinger, Route 5, a 
Fadeaway County grain farmer, has 
been named Tractor Friller of the Year 
by the National Tractor Pulling Assn. 
Rittinger has won many honors 
during the more than 20 years he has 
been driving tractors at pulling con­ 
tests around the state and nation, but 
he is most proud of this one. 
The NTPA has members from 18 
states and Canada and sanctions pulls 
throughout the east, midwest and 
south The Tractor Puller of the Year 
selection is based on sportsmanship, 
how the individual promotes the sport 
and his activities on a local, state and 
national level. 
Wheeler has twice been a national 
point champion, winning an air con­ 
ditioner for a tractor in 1973 and an all- 
weather cab for a tractor in 1974. He 
has also won the Ohio Tractor Puller of 
the year Award. 
The well-known Pickaway farmer 
first drove at the tractor pull at the 
1951 Pickaway County Fair. And he 
hasn't stopped. He has no idea how 
many trophies or how much money in 
purses he has won through the years. 
Wheeler just finished a 4-year term 
as a national director, he is currently a 
state director and was a charter 
member and the first president of the 
Central Ohio Tractor Pullers Assn. 
He and his wife Normagene and son, 
Mike, have just returned from 
Indianapolis where they competed in 
the Indy Super Pull sanctioned by the 
NTPA. It was at this pull that Wheeler 
was awarded his Tractor Puller of the 
Year honor. At the Indy he also was 
given the all-weather tractor cab for 
being a high point puller 


In a few days they will be heading for 
Warner Robbins, Ga., the first stop on 
the southern tractor pulling tour. 
There are seven stops on the southern 
tour, l^ast year they made the tour, 
and their winnings were enough to pay 
expenses with a little left over. 


When he started pulling back in 1951, 
it was a primitive sport that was 
limited primarily to the county fairs 
and held an interest only for farmers. 
At the first pulls, stock farm tractors 
were hitched to a flat sled upon which 
cement blocks were loaded. After each 
round of pulls, more weight was added 
to the sled until all competitors but one 
were eliminated. 
The next step in the sport was the 
speed pull in which spectators lined the 
pulling route and stepped onto a big 
sled as it went by them until enough 
weight was added to make the tractors 
spin out or the course completed. 
The tractors now pull a weight- 
transfer sled, engineered so more 
weight is added to the front part of the 
sled as it moves down the pulling 
course until the tractors spin out or 
pull the designated distance. Wheeler 
helped build the weight-transfer sled 
used by the COTPA and is operator of 
the state’s sled. 


In the early days of pulling there 
were few rules and regulations, no 
state or national organizations to 
sanction the pulls and no refinements 
in the engineering of the standard 
farm tractor. 
Now it is a rarity to see a standard 
farm tractor in a pulling contest. 
Special chassis and engines are 
designed by the pullers themselves to

tributions up to $1,500 a year may be 
made and are fully tax-deductible even 
though the worker does not itemize 
deductions on his tax return.

The Rittinger family has three 
pulling tractors, one powered by a 430 
cubic inch lincoln motor, one by a 454 
fuel-injected Chevrolet engine and one 
by a 454 twin turbocharged Chevrolet 
engine. 
Junior 
Easterday 
does 
practically all of the major engine 
work for the Rittingers. 
The chassis are designed and built 
by Paul Woods of Stoutsville. The 
Rittingers decide what they want in a 
pulling tractor and then Easterday and 


Woods engineer and build it. Two of the 
pulling tractors 
were 
built 
by 
modifying Farmall M chassis and one 
over a modified 650 International 
Harvester tractor rear end and frame. 
“It s real easy to get about $10,000 in a 
tractor,” according to Rittinger. 
Wheeler and Mike farm about 1500 
acres and are on what they refer to as 
a 
“corn, 
soybean 
and 
Florida 
rotation.” I^ast year they had about 
1,000 acres in com, 400 in beans and IOO 
in wheat. They finished planting the 
crops April 30 and were done har­ 
vesting Nov. 15. By Nov. 29 all the 
plowing for this year’s crops was 
completed.

of three huge four-wheel drive 
Internationals in the 150 horsepower 
range and two row crop tractors, an 
International 560 and an 806, for 
cultivation and the lighter work. 
Wheeler used to feed cattle but feels 
that farming has developed into such a 
specialized business that he can no 
longer afford to take the time from his 
field work during the planting and 
harvesting season to properly run any 
kind of a feeding operation. 
They do have about 20 brood cows 
and a cow-calf operation on one of the 
farms. The land on this farm is ideally 
suited to a cow-calf operation with 
running water in every field. 


Wheeler is a firm believer in having 
enough equipment to get the job done 
in a hurry. Last year when they were 
picking com, they had two semi trucks 
and three stake bed trucks so they had 
plenty of field storage capacity. 
Recently there has been a com glut at 
the elevators, and they have to shut 
down frequently to catch up on drying 
and shipping com. 
With all this field capacity, Rittinger 
was able to keep right on harvesting 
even through the periods when the 
elevators were taking no com. He has 
a new 12-row planter with no-till at­ 
tachments to speed his spring plant­ 
ing.
